In Kansas the grain growers are 
reported to have gone on what is rail¬ 
ed—rather inappropriately—a “strike 
for $3 what/’ and many producers in 
grain for better prices.

We 
j believe the farmers have a right to 
I take any lawful measures which in 
their judgement, seem best tio protect 
their legitimate profits, but those who 
have entered into this holding move¬ 
ment should be quite clear in their 
own minds -as to just what they are 
doing. The farmer who chotoses to 
hold wheat in anticipation of a rise 
in price is simply speculating on the! 
long side of the market. If he owns 
the wheat and has incurred no press¬ 
ing debts in the growing 'of it, the 
speculation may be quite proper, but 
there is no assurance that it will bring 
the desired results. 

It is estimated that for the crop 
year ending next June, Europe will 
import five hundred and twenty mil_ 
lion bushels of wheat, and other coun¬ 
tries forty millions. Officials estimate 
that the United States can spare two 
hundred and fifty .million bushels. 
The Canadian surplus is placed at all 
the way from one hundred and sixty 
to two hundred millions. It was es¬ 
timated that Australia will have one 
hundred and ten million bushels for 
export, and the Argentine one hun¬ 
dred and twenty millions. If these 
estimates prove correct, there will be 
six hundred and forty million bushels 
available to supply a demand of five 


hundred and sixty millions. If Can¬ 
adian and American farmers hold 
their wheat off the market fo*r any 
length of time, such a policy will have 
a tendency to attract Argentine and 
Australian wheat to European mar¬ 
kets. So that our farmers may find 
that they are holding up the price, 
whilst their southern competitors are 
unloading, and in the end our farmers 
may be compelled to sell at a figure 
substantially under what they would 
have obtained had thtey sold in the 
ordinary course.

SHANGH NESSYS PLAN 


The railway situation in Canada, 
now admittedly the greatest financial 
problem confronting the nation, even 
greater than the war debt which has 
now reached its limit, is, in the light 
of the letter and statement of Lord 
Shaughnessy, Chairman of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway Board, more 
capable of solution at this juncture 
than had been thought possible up to 
the prestnt time. 

It was rumored some time ago that 
the government had made represent¬ 
ations to the Canadian Pacific heads 
regarding proposed adjustments in 
the management of the Canadian Nat¬ 
ional system, but far more important 
and vital to thte success of the govern 
ihent lines under management of <men 
taken from the Canadian Pacific sys¬ 
tem, would be an execution plan to 
absorb the Canadian Pacific, taking 
all it’s big railway heads, and it’s 
operating system, putting all the rail¬ 
ways in Canada under the auspices of 
the Canadian people. This seems al¬ 
most to much to hope for in the dream 
pf government ownership of railways 
which has been the cherished prin¬ 
ciple of so many thoughtful Canadians 
for these many years. 

It is altogether a different matter 
having the proposal of such a gigantic 
in the position K>f Lord Shaughnessy, 
than having to force such an issue 
either by public opinion, or the ex¬ 
igencies of a continuation af ur pres¬ 
ent ruinous Canadian National policy. 
It is so different, too, from having the 
whole National system pass back in¬ 
to private management, even under 
the great and competent management 
of the Canadian Pacific. The pos_ 
Shaughnessy must be seriously consid 
ered by the Meighen government and 
now that parliament is sitting and has 
Vet to deal with the railway estimates, 
the greatest posible results from the 
Scheme can be fully exposed. 

There ought to be no thought 'of a 
political issue in this great problem, 
and the devotion of all political groups 
in parliament to the successful so¬ 
lution of this issue would keep it from 
becoming a football for the next elec_ 
tions. 

Lord Shaughnessy has sent a 
lengthy memorandum attached to his 
letter to Premier Meighen, in which 
he goes very deeply into the funda¬ 
mental obstacles to successful financ¬ 
ing of the Canadian National under 
its present policy, and # quotes many 
comparative figures. Tke great rail¬ 
road executive is opposed to the policy 
of taking over the Grand Trunk, that 
beinfi in his judgement unnecessary 
to the success of the proposed amal¬ 
gamation scheme. In this connection 
he says: 

“Even at this advanced stage it 
would be wise for the Dominion gov_ 
eminent to drop all measures looking 
to the acquisition or control of the 
Grand Trunk, to relieve that company 
of all obligations in connection with 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, and to grant 
easy term's covering a period of years 
for the repayments of any amounts 
advanced by the government tp the 
Grand Trunk or secured on the credit 
of the government in- the last two 
years.” 

After quoting some figures to prove 
his analysis, Lord Shaughnessy con¬ 
tinues: 

“In the light of these figures present 
conditions would not be improved, but 
when we must take into account the 
saving that would result v from the 
consolidation by the elimination of 
unnecessary train service and of du¬ 
plicate work, at important terminals 
and <at other points, the restrictenance 
work on unnecessary duplicate lines; 
the decrease in general as well as 
traffic and agency expenditures; the 
common use of cars and locomotives, 
reducing to a .minimuni capital ex¬ 
penditures on that acount with 
greater economy in the maintenance 
of equipment and the stoppage of out 
la y in many other directions.” 

And he concludes his important 
memorandum: 

“I am not giving expression to 
these views as chairman, director or

It is not easy to predict the future 
prices, and while wheat may go high¬ 
er, there is the possible depressing 
factor that we have just mentioned— 
a good crop in the Argentine and 
Australia. 

Some farmers who could have taken 
$2.85 for their wheat at the beginning 
of the season, but who decided to 
wait for $3.00, have found that it 
does not pay to hold too long. 

It would, therefore, seem to be the 
part of wisdom for farmers to follow 
a gradual policy of marketing, to sell 
as far as possible on the occasions 
when the market shows strength, and 
not to hold out for the list nickel. 
Such a policy will help to relieve the 
strain on credit, and will assist in 
bringing prices for all commodities 
back to a normal level.

Any person who is registered as a 
nurse under the laws of any other 
province, state or country may upon 
payment of the fee be registered with¬ 
out further examination, if the Senate 
of the University of Alberta is satis_ 
tied that the standing of qualification 
for registration is at least equivalent 
to that required in Alberta. 

The Senate of the University of Al¬ 
berta shall: « 

(1) Satisfy itself that any person 
entering upon a course of hospital 
training leading to registration has 
passed the Grade Eight examination 
of thf Public School course of the 
Province or has equivalent education¬ 
al standing. 

(2) Fixed standards of training with 
regard to bed, capacity classes, lec¬ 
tures and other factors making for 
efficiency. 

(3) Refuse recognition of any hos¬ 
pital in which such standards are not 
observed. 

(4) Prescribe the subject and scope 
of the qualifying examination and ap¬ 
point examiners to conduct the same.

Well after we got started again, 
my temper gave way and I called 
them all the things that I thought 
fitted them and to prove to them that 

1 knew what I w r as doing, I told them 
that there was a small bush, about 

2 ft. high, on the top of the sunken 
and that from then I was hitting in 
the direction of it. I might say that 
I missed running into the bush by a 
mere fraction, about ten yards. 

All the rest of the way I was sizing 
the pair up and had a notion to re¬ 
port them for refusing to come with 
me. If I had they might have got 
nothing done to them and then again 
they might have been handed out 6 
months. I certainly didn't like the 
idea of having them as - runners, but 
decided as I got nearer to the H.C. 
to hand them over and say nothing 
about it. 

We arrived in due course at the 
headquarters and I reported to the 
Adjt. They did not know until then 
that the line had had to drop back 
and were surprised. After showing 
the Adjt. and Col. where the pre¬ 
sent line was (roughly), on the nutp, 
and after handing over the runners 
to the ****th Adjt., who was there, 

I started back for my funk hole. 
When I got outside again it was 
getting very light and I thought that 
I was lucky to be back before the 
light had come. 

A s soon as I got to the rear sunken 
road I turned toward the hole to have 
a sleep and started back, with an ex¬ 
clamation, for the hole had been 
blown up by a shell just as had the 
one I had been in before. Well I 
thought that I was sure some lucky 
son-of-a-gun, there was twice that I 
had missed death by being up on 
duty. I turned into the entrance of 
the dugout and going down I asked 
the Sergt., (who had just awoke from 
a doze,) who had been in the funk 
hole of mine when the shell dropped 
in and spoilt the party. He told me 
that two of our fellows had been 
there. One was McDermid but I for¬ 
get the other man’s name. After it 
got a little lighter I went out and had 
a close look at the hole. It was 
knocked in by a shell having dropt 
on the back of it. The explosion 
of the shell had torn the men to 
ribbons and there was very little left 
of them to identify them by. Mc¬ 
Dermid had been identified by a por¬ 
tion of his pay book that was found.

was quite certain of 
myse.f in that direction for I was 
a rather good revolver shot. 

When I had got about 100 yards out 

into the mass of shell holes the of¬ 
ficer came out of the trench, the

Sales must only be made 
to those persons holding a govern¬ 
ment permit for the purchase of liquor 
and this permit along with a written 
order for liquor must be presented at 
the time of purchase. Delivery of 
liquor can only be made in sealed 
packages, and consumption of liquor 
on store premises is not allowed. Li_ 
quor stores will not remain open for 
more than eight hours a day. 

Persons applying for a liquor per¬ 
mit must be tof the full age of 21 
years, and have resided in the prov¬ 
ince for at least one month. The 
fee for a permit limited to a single 
purchase of liquor *tis 50 cents. This 
entitles the purchaser to buy a maxi¬ 
mum quantity of two quarts of liquor 
other than malt liquor, or twelve 
quarts of malt liquor.

New Liquor Act Instead Of Pro 
hibition, Had 40,000 
Majority 


Discoveries of asbestos in Okanagan 
Valley, Southern British Columbia, 
are reported. 


VICTORIA, B.C.—With the coming 
of the British Columbia 


into force 
liquor act, the province emerges from 
a three and a half year “dry” period 
The present act is the result of the 
referendum taken on October 20 th 
last throughout the province, when 
the people emphatically voted for the 
sale of liquor in sealed packages by 
the govern ment. The majority in 
favor of repealing the prohibition act 
was about 40,000. 

The prohibition act which closed the 
bars and all public drinking places 
throughout the province, came into 
force on tht first day tof October 1917, 
during the war, when the people by a 
small majority voted to prohibit the 
sale of liquor except by government 
liquor und«r the prohibition act, it 
was necessary to first obtain a pre¬ 
scription from a medical doctor for 
which a fee of $2.00 was charged. 
The maximum quantity purchaseable 
from a government dispensary was 
two gallons of liquor. So great was 
the rush on dispensaries and so many 
prescriptions were being issued, that 
the government at the session of the 
legislature in 1920, amended the . pro¬ 
hibiting act, prohibiting the sale by 
government dispensaries of more than 
eight ounces on a doctor’s prescrip¬ 
tion . 

In 1919 a move was made to have 
the prohibition act repealed and this 
ment agreed to> submit the question 
of future liquor legislation to the peo¬ 
ple. A moderation league was or¬ 
ganized to work for the repeal of the 
act. the object of the organization be¬ 
ing to secure the sale of liquor under 
government control. No tone desired 
tHe return of the open bar or of liquor 
( legislation existing before the bring¬ 
ing into force of the prohibition act. 
It was claimed that bootlegging was 
rampant throughout the province, and 
that a measure which would permit 
of the sale of liquor under proper con¬ 
trol would be preferable to the pro¬ 
hibition act. The prohibitionists 
fought for the retention of the prohib¬ 
ition act, but the moderationists won. 

At the last session of the legisla_ 
tur£, which closed but a few weeks 
ago, the new liquor act was passed. 

weeks tof discussion. It 
will be administered by a board of 
three appointed by the government. 
Its chairman is A. M. Johnson, who 
|>rior to his appointment was deputy 
attorney general for British Columbia 
J. H. Falconer, Vancouver, a promin¬ 
ent business man of the province and 
president of the British Columbia 
Manufacturers’ Association, and 
Lieut.-Col. W. N. Winsby, Victoria, 
public scho-ol inspector.

Only seven were 
reported during the week. 

~The gradual trade improvement is 
being sustained in tthe Toronto dis¬ 
trict. 

Winnipeg and the West are busy in 
certain lines and slow in others’ Im¬ 
proved weather conditions have 
brought in country orders better for 
the last month. Sorting business is 
active in most lines: ladies wear, 
hardware and boots and shoes fairly 
good and other lines variable. Col¬ 
lections, while a little better than last 
mnth, are still too slow for credit de¬ 
partments. Retailers report decided 
improvement in trade.

CROP PROSPECTS GOOD 

LONDON.—Th# jrospects of the 
coming -world's -wheat crop are favor 
able and the harvest Is likely to pro. 
duce enough to meet the world’s de¬ 
mand, says Sir James Wilson, Chair¬ 
man of the central agricultural wages 
committee for (Scotland, an authority 
on that subject. \ 

He declared in an address he deliv¬ 
ered on “The World’s Wheat” that the 
world’s supply for the current cereal 
year is more than equal to the de. 
mand (and he predicted that on Au¬ 
gust 1 next there would be a surplus 
of exportable wheat left in the ex¬ 
porting countries. But, he said, this 
surplus outside Russia and India 
would not be large enough if the 
world’s future weather proved unfav¬ 
orable, the fall in the world’s price of 
wheat might be checked and the price 
might even rise again. 

For the world as a whole, he said, 
there is no more reason to fear a fu¬ 
ture permanent dearth of wheat than 
that the world will be starved of food 
generally. He predicted that some 
time within the next 20 years the 
gold, will return to a level not far 
from the pre-war average.

FINAL READING AMENDING 

BILL ON PRISON ACT 

Ottawa, May 6—(Canadian. Press)— 
Third reading- was given by the 
house this afternoon to a bill amend¬ 
ing the prisons and reformatories act. 
One clause of the bill raises from 16 
to 18 the age of people liable to be 
sent to penitentiaries. It had been 
minister of Justice, referring t«o» this 
clause that the reformatories in imany 
provinces were not prepared to take 
care of boys and young women be¬ 
tween 16 and 18 and that it might he 
very dangerous for this classof crim¬ 
inals t*o< associate with those of much 
younger ages; * 

Mr. Doherty accordingly made a 
movement providing that the clause 
under discussion would only come into 
effect in such provinces as the gov¬ 
ernor in council may from time to 
time prescribe. In other words, the 
clause would become operative when 
datiiou for the juvenile offenders, 
the province had suitable aecommo- 
D. D. McKenzie; (Cape Etfjeton), 
thought that where the dominion par_ 
liament created an offense, it should 
guilty of that offence instead of leav¬ 
ing the cost to be borne by the prov¬ 
ince. 

Mr. Doherty replied that under the 
British North America act, the dom¬ 
inion was responsible for the mainten¬ 
ance of penitentiaries and the prov¬ 
inces were responsible for prisons 
end reformatories.
